Polls  for  voting  opened  at  6:00  AM,  moderator  read  warrant  through 
the  Ballot  articles  and  a  Notice  of  Protest  from  Parem  Construction 
Corp.  noting  that  Article  6  required  2/3  vote  to  pass. 

The  Business  Meeting  was  called  to  order  Saturday,  March  1 5,  at  1 :05 
PM  by  Moderator  Lloyd  M.  Sorenson. 

The  Presentation  of  the  Flag  was  conducted  by  the  Pinardville  Leo  Club 
with  Michael  Lencki,  President:  Anita  Gagnon,  Vice-President:  Jo  Ann 
Garceau,  Secretary:  and  Lynne  LeBrun,  Treasurer,  taking  part.  The 
Salute  to  the  Flag  followed. 

Introduction  of  the  Town  Officers  was  followed  by  an  explanation  by 
the  Moderator  of  the  authority  of  and  function  of  the  Moderator  and 
rules  for  the  conduct  of  the  meeting.

The  Town  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  public  notice 
requirements  under  Section  121  of  the  "State  and  Local 
Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1 972"  as  amended  by  the  State  and 
Local  Fiscal  Assistance  amendment  of  1976  (The  Act)  as 
follows: 

No  notice  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  was  given  to 
the  proposed  use  hearing  as  required. 

No  notice  of  the  availability  of  the  approved  budget  was. 
published. 

We  were  unable  to  compare  the  data  on  Bureau  of  Census 
Form  RS-8  with  the  unaudited  records  of  the  Town  of  Goff- 
stown as  required  by  Section  II.C.4  of  the  "Guide",  as  no 
copy  was  retained  in  the  town  records. 

Except  for  the  items  listed  above,  we  noted  no  instance  of  non- 
compliance with  the  regulations  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 
1979.

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Highway  Department 


The  Goffstown  Highway  Department  carried  on  the  usual  work  this 
past  year  of  a  large  drainage  project  in  the  Pinardville  area; 
replacement  of  sewer  lines,  experimenting  with  double  graves  at  the 
cemetery  and  working  on  our  rubbish  collection  at  the  sanitary  landfill 
because  of  the  tremendous  increase  in  rubbish  accumulation.  Tax- 
payers are  demanding  more  and  better  services  even  though  the  costs 
have  risen  over  40%  this  past  year. 

We  will  have  to  run  our  two  rubbish  trucks  every  day  because  of  the 
increased  volume  of  rubbish  that  is  being  handled  (over  1 ,000  stops 
per  day). 

We  continued  our  hot  topping  program  and  also  kept  very  busy 
checking  private  contractors  throughout  the  Town  on  new  sub- 
divisions. We  also  stockpiled  the  usual  sand,  approximately  5,000 
yards.  Much  tree  cutting  was  done,  especially  at  the  new  sludge 
lagoon  site.  Approximately  one  mile  was  completely  cleared, 
bulldozed,  graveled,  and  graded,  for  accessibility  to  the  new  lagoons. 
Brush  and  tree  cutting  was  performed  throughout  the  town  with  the 
abutting  property  owner  having  first  choice  for  the  wood. 

Our  road  striping  was  completed  this  year  including  crosswalks  and 
parking  lots.  Again,  many  street  and  regulatory  signs  were  damaged 
this  year.  Vandalism  has  been  very  high  on  signs  as  well  as  on  our 
equipment. 

We  received  our  new  backhoe  and  have  done  much  excavation,  dit- 
ching, and  pipe  laying  this  summer. 

The  Highway  Department  has  now  been  certified  by  the  N.H.  Dept.  of 
Safety  to  properly  inspect  Highway  Department  vehicles  in  order  to 
save  the  department  inspection  costs.  Much  major  work  has  been 
done  on  our  equipment,  including  sandblasting  and  painting  this  year. 
Our  oldest  loader  now  has  over  9,000  hours  and  will  need  a  major 
engine  and  transmission  overhaul  and  this  will  be  an  expense  in  the 
area  of  $4,000.00.  The  department  wishes  to  remind  the  citizens  that 
the  cost  of  parts  and  materials  has  risen  dramatically  in  the  past  8 
months.  Also,  we  feel  that  the  hourly  rates  charged  at  public  garages 
prohibits  us  from  using  these  private  services  except  in  the  rarest  of 
instances. 

This  year  we  instituted  rubbish  containers  at  the  Glen  Lake  beach  area 
and  mountain  area,  which  helped  to  keep  beach  and  mountain  areas 
much  cleaner.  Major  work  was  done  at  the  beach  area  during  low 
water  to  make  the  area  neater,  cleaner,  and  safer  for  youngsters. 
Large  rocks  and  cable  were  installed  by  the  department  to  keep  motor 
vehicles  out  of  certain  areas.  There  are  still  those  who  insist  on  not 
using  rubbish  containers  and  seem  to  enjoy  the  smashing  of  bottles 
throughout  the  beach  area  where  little  ones  can  be  badly  hurt. 

The  Highway  Department  wishes  to  thank  the  taxpayers,  Selectmen, 
Heads  of  Departments  and  their  employees,  and  highway  employees 
for  their  help  and  consideration  throughout  the  past  year.

The  year  1980  was  a  busy  year  for  your  Fire  Department.  We  an- 
swered 534  calls  for  the  year,  and  last  year  we  had  answered  only  366. 

This  year  the  Fire  Department  placed  into  service  a  new  ambulance  on 
June  13,  and  since  it  was  placed  in  service,  the  ambulance  has  an- 
swered 166  calls  through  December  31,  1980.  This  added  service  to 
the  community  and  the  hard  work  by  many  citizens  and  organizations 
has  surely  made  our  community  a  much  safer  and  better  place  to  live. 

The  ambulance  was  purchased  by  the  Goffstown  Emergency  Medical 
Association  from  donations  and  fund-raising  events. 

This  year  your  Fire  Department  answered  55  chimney  fires.  In  the  year 
of  1979,  we  answered  only  22  and  also  answered  22  calls  in  1978. 
Therefore,  you  can  see  that  this  type  of  fire  response  has  increased 
and  probably  will  continue  to  rise  even  more  in  the  future  as  the  cost  of 
fuel  continues  to  escalate. 

Each  time  a  chimney  fire  occurs,  it  endangers  your  property  and  can 
do  much  damage.  It  also  increases  the  needs  of  your  Fire  Department 
in  manpower,  equipment  and  supplies.  We  are  very  much  concerned 
with  the  increase  of  chimney  fires  and  would  like  to  eliminate  their 
happening.  To  do  this,  we  ask  for  your  cooperation  in  seeing  that  all 
chimneys  are  cleaned  and  checked  more  often;  and  when  they  show 
signs  of  accumulation,  that  you  have  them  cleaned. 

This  year  through  the  building  inspector's  office,  we  have  started  an 
inspection  program  to  aid  you  in  the  safe  installation  of  wood  or  coal- 
burning  equipment,  the  use  of  existing  chimneys,  and  new  chimney 
installation. 

During  1980,  we  visited  our  schools,  nursing  homes  and  jails,  and  we 
were  successful  in  having  fire  alarm  systems  installed  in  three  nursing 
homes  and  having  them  tied  into  the  Fire  Dispatch.  In  so  doing,  we 
have  made  these  homes  much  safer  for  the  patients. 

We  again  presented  a  Fire  Safety  program,  funded  by  the  Indian  Head 
Bank  and  the  Amoskeag  Bank,  in  the  school  system  and  Villa 
Augustina.  grades  1-5.  I  would  like  to  thank  both  banks  for  their  funds, 
and  all  principals  and  teachers  for  their  cooperation  in  this  program  as 
it  is  a  valuable  learning  experience  for  the  students. 

At  the  town  meeting  this  year,  you  will  be  asked  to  vote  on  a 
replacement  fire  truck,  to  replace  a  1957  Ford  which  is  in  the  Pinard- 
ville  Fire  Station  (this  vehicle  is  now  24  years  old).  In  keeping  with  our 
replacement  program  of  a  new  vehicle  every  two  years,  this  is 
necessary  in  order  to  keep  our  equipment  up  to  date. 

As  in  the  past,  much  time  has  been  spent  at  meetings  by  the  Board  of 
Fire  Wardens  as  to  what  we  should  request  for  a  replacement  vehicle. 
It  was  decided  that  we  need  an  aerial  ladder  to  be  placed  in  the 
Pinardville  Station,  and  at  the  same  time  we  need  to  replace  the  1957 
pumper.  Therefore,  we  are  placing  an  article  in  the  warrant  to  replace 
this  1957  pumper  with  a  combination  pumper  and  ladder  to  meet  your 
needs.  However,  if  this  piece  of  equipment  is  not  what  the  people  want 
to  buy,  then  we  have  given  you  a  second  choice  of  replacing  this  1 957 
pumper  with  a  new  pumper  by  submitting  a  second  article  to  replace 
this  piece  with  a  pumper  only.  We  hope  you  will  support  the  article  for  a 
new  pumper  and  aerial  combination.  This  piece  of  equipment  will  do 
much  to  improve  our  capabilities  on  the  fire  ground  on  this  section  of 
town  and  all  other  areas  of  Goffstown. 


We  need  this  aerial  and  pumper  in  the  Pinardville  area  for  rescue  and 
water  supply  in  our  everyday  type  of  single-family  dwelling  fire  and 
chimney  fires  and  it  will  also  improve  the  working  environment  for  our 
firefighters  and  make  their  job  much  safer. 

We  also  based  our  decision  on  the  need  which  could  arise  for  its  use 
due  to  the  new  home  for  the  elderly,  St.  A's  campus  and  the  new  town 
house  apartments.  These  buildings  are  definitely  a  high  life  hazard  and 
need  much  attention.  This  piece  of  equipment  will  also  aid  us  at  the 
County  complex  and  all  other  areas  of  Goffstown  should  the  need 
arise. 

On  Christmas  day,  we  responded  to  a  house  fire  on  East  Union  Street. 
The  temperature  at  the  time  of  the  fire  was  around  7°  below  with  a  20- 
mile  an  hour  wind.  This  made  our  job  very  hazardous  and  two 
firefighters  were  injured.  However,  it  was  very  evident  and  gratifying  to 
see  the  type  of  men  we  have  and  their  dedication  in  such  adverse 
conditions.  No  one  can  visualize  the  punishment  and  energy  these 
dedicated  men  displayed  at  this  time  and  what  they  had  to  leave  at 
home  to  perform  their  duties.  I  commend  each  one  for  their  support 
and  cooperation  in  such  trying  times. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  citizens  of  Goffstown,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Fire  Wardens,  Budget  Committee,  all  town 
department  heads  and  their  personnel  for  their  support  this  past  year. 

To  all  Fire  Department  personnel  and  their  families,  thank  you  for  your 
support  and  a  job  well  done  this  past  year.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE 
SERVICE 

Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good  Business. 
Forest  fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  association  with 
Smokey  Bear  since  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a  national  effort  to 
check  the  spread  of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  was  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a  half  century 
before  this  national  campaign,  when  our  legislature  established  our 
first  forest  fire  laws  in  1903.  Since  that- date,  the  State  has  appointed  a 
town/city  forest  fire  warden  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  law  en- 
forcement in  his  municipality.

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the  ground  must 
be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden  before  being  kindled. 
All  forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the  warden  and  his  deputies  as 
soon  as  they  are  reported.  The  cost  of  fire  suppression  is  shared  jointly 
by  the  town/city  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  are  forest  fire 
prevention  and  forest  fire  training  costs. 

The  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  program  has 
given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United 
States

Of  significance  is  the  fact  that  in  1980,  there  were  151  arrests  alone, 
for  driving  while  intoxicated,  versus  86  over  the  year  before.  Forty 
three  (43)  of  those  arrests  occurred  following  an  investigation  of  a 
motor  vehicle  accident. 


Programs 

The  Sears  Roebuck  sponsored  Officer  Friendly  program,  now  in  its  fifth 
year,  continues,  with  officers  visiting  every  classroom,  grades  one 
through  four,  several  times  during  the  school  year.  The  officers  discuss 
crime  prevention  and  safety  concepts  with  the  students,  and  the 
program  has  been  very  well  received. 

The  department's  efforts  at  providing  information  to  the  public  on  how 
to  reduce  criminal  opportunities  also  continues.  Pamphlets  on  specific 
topics  such  as  burglary  and  theft  prevention  are  available  to 
homeowners  and  businessmen.  Moreover,  a  security  survey  can  be 
conducted  which  will  provide  pertinent  information  to  those  requesting 
the  service. 

A  comprehensive  physical  fitness  program  is  well  underway,  and  all 
sworn  officers  are  required  to  pass  a  physical  fitness  exam  twice  each 
year. 

The  members  of  the  Goffstown  Police  Department  wish  to  thank  all 
those  citizens  who  have  supported  our  efforts  to  make  the  community 
a  safer  and  more  secure  one  for  all.

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Building  &  Zoning  Report 


Building  Inspector  Francis  "Corky"  Gaudreault  at 
the  site  of  the  Roy  &  Madden  elderly  housing  project. 


1980  was  a  very  busy  year,  and  I  completed  approximately  1450  In- 
spections for  structural,  electrical,  state  energy  code,  plumbing,  new 
buildings,  additions,  barns,  commercial  buildings,  etc.  102  Units  of  the 
condominiums  are  completed  to  date.  One  twelve  unit  building  is 
already  framed  and  a  foundation  for  10  others  is  in  place.  Twenty-five 
additional  units  have  been  applied  for  on  the  same  tract  of  land. 

The  new  Hillsborough  County  House  of  Correction,  at  this  writing,  is 
98%  completed.  I  am  trying  to  resolve  the  problems  with  the  new 
addition  to  the  Granite  State  Racquet  Club  with  the  Structural  Engineer 
and  the  Electrical  Engineer.  I  have  spent  quite  a  bit  of  time  on  this 
project  as  it  got  all  fouled  up. 

I  have  spent  some  time  with  Mrs.  Marie  Boyle  who  is  now  the  new 
Health  Officer  for  the  Town  of  Goffstown  to  familiarize  her  with  the 
work,  going  out  on  health  complaints  and  showing  her  the  procedure  in 
handling  these  complaints.  Mrs.  Boyle  is  going  to  make  an  excellent 
Health  Officer. 

One,  three  and  four  story  building,  "L"  shaped  with  elevator  and  main 
entrance  in  the  center  was  started  on  College  Road.  This  is  the 
Madden  &  Roy  project  for  the  elderly  at  the  rear  of  the  Indian  Head 
Bank,  Mast  Road.  There  will  be  a  walkway  to  Mast  Road  for  the  elderly. 
This  consists  of  60  units  for  the  elderly  and  6  for  the  physically  han- 
dicapped. All  foundations  and  underground  utilities  are  in  place  and  the 
project  will  get  an  early  start  in  the  spring.  Also,  in  the  planning  stage 
are  about  as  many  more  units  for  the  elderly  and  handicapped  in  the 
old  Moore  General  Hospital  in  Grasmere,  right  across  the  street  from 
the  Hillsborough  County  complex. 

St.  Anselm's  College  has  completed  a  new  dormitory,  and  a  theatre 
and  Humanities  building  are  in  progress. 

As  you  can  see. J  am  very,  very  busy  on  these  projects.  These  require 
lengthier  and  more  frequent  inspections. 

As  Zoning  Official,  I  do  the  best  I  can,  but  this  is  a  job  in  itself.  I  have 
many  complaints  on  my  desk  that  have  not  been  looked  into  as  yet.  I'll 
get  to  them  as  soon  as  I  have  a  chance. 

I  cannot  neglect  the  building  inspections,  and  hold  up  the  builders  and 
the  people  who  are  building  their  homes. 

Some  of  the  zoning  complaints  can  get  very  time-consuming,  and  by 
the  time  they  are  looked  into  to  see  if  they  are  justified  and  what  can  be 
done  about  it,  unfortunately,  some  of  these  cases  end  up  in  court. 

I  have  been  to  court  at  least  five  times  this  year,  and  we  have  about 
three  or  four  cases  pending.  When  I  lose  time  going  to  court.  I  get 
behind  in  my  work,  and  it  is  almost  a  physical  impossibility  to  catch  up. 
This  is  not  a  complaint,  it  is  just  a  fact.  People  are  entitled  to  this 
service,  and  unfortunately  I  cannot  give  it  to  them. 

Another  of  my  duties  is  to  manage  a  flood  insurance  program,  which 
also  controls  building  in  the  designated  flood  zones.  Records  and 
reports  have  to  be  made  yearly  to  the  Federal  Government  as  to  how 
many  people  live  in  the  designated  flood  areas  and  what  was  built  in 
the  flood  zones. 

I  have  also  been  elected  to  the  governing  board  of  New  Hampshire 
Building  Officials. 
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Building  &  Zoning  Report 


My  office  hours  for  your  convenience  are  still  from  9  to  1 0  a.m.  and  1  to 
2  p.m.  The  balance  of  the  time  is  spent  inspecting. 

If  for  some  reason  you  have  to  talk  to  me  about  building  permits  or 
what  is  allowed  or  for  any  other  matter  pertaining  to  my  job,  and  you 
can't  make  those  particular  hours,  if  you  will  call  my  secretary,  Mrs. 
Blondeau  or  myself,  an  appointment  will  be  made  at  a  time  that  is 
convenient  for  both  of  us.  I  still  require  two  days'  notice  for  in- 
spections. At  times,  people  are  not  too  happy  with  this,  but  I  am  doing 
the  best  I  can,  trying  to  get  contractors  to  coordinate  their  inspections. 
Sometimes  it  gets  pretty  difficult  when  I  get  held  up  on  Zoning  com- 
plaints and  the  administrative  part  of  my  job.  I  wish  I  could  give  you 
better  service  because  you  are  entitled  to  it,  but  things  being  the  way 
they  are  at  this  time,  it  is  impossible.  I  only  hope  that  I  can  convince  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee  that  it  is  necessary  that  I  get 
help. 

I  attend  all  the  Planning  Board  meetings,  and  I  have  probably  missed 
only  two  or  three  meetings,  if  that,  all  year.  I  help  them  as  much  as  I 
can,  and  also  assist  Mrs.  Ducharme  in  preparing  their  agenda,  and 
with  any  other  information  they  might  need.  I  enjoy  working  with  the 
Planning  Board  very  much.  They  are  dedicated  people  and  I  can't  say 
enough  about  them. 

Also,  Mrs.  Vivian  Blondeau  was  hired  several  months  ago  to  take  over 
the  Administrative  Secretarial  job  in  my  office,  and  all  I  can  say  at  this 
time  is  that  Mrs.  Blondeau  is  months  ahead  of  herself  as  far  as  learning 
the  procedures  in  the  office  and  keeping  up  with  the  reading  and 
understanding  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  This  is  very  valuable  to  me  as  I 
am  away  from  the  office  most  of  the  time,  and  she  can  answer  a  lot  of 
the  questions  people  have  when  they  do  call,  unless  it  is  a  difficult 
interpretation;  then  she  refers  them  to  me.  She  has  done  a  tremendous 
job,  and  I  want  to  thank  her  very  much  for  being  courteous  to  me  and 
understanding  sometimes  when  I  get  a  little  impatient.  I  also  would  like 
to  thank  all  the  girls  in  the  Town  Offices  who  cooperate  with  me  at  all 
times.  I  really  appreciate  it.  Thank  you! 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  Police  Chief  Wike,  Fire 
Chief  Fletcher,  Road  Agent  Joe  Perry,  and  the  department  heads  with 
whom  I  work  very  closely  and  who  have  cooperated  with  me  100%.

The  Office  of  Emergency  Preparedness,  charged  with  the  coordination 
of  services  in  the  event  of  a  natural  or  man-made  disaster,  has  updated 
all  plans  and  its  communications  interface  among  departments. 

The  acquisition  of  multi-frequency  radios  has  improved  the  capability 
of  town  emergency  service  agencies  to  respond  when  needed,  and  to 
offer  a  unified  approach  to  any  disaster. 

In  its  training  function,  the  Civil  Defense  program  has  allowed  ad- 
ditional emergency  response  personnel  to  complete  EMT  training 
along  with  such  topics  as  radiological  defense,  and  hazardous 
materials  handling. 


Plans  are  being  made  to  conduct  future  training  exercises  which  will 
test  basic  aspects  of  the  Town's  Emergency  Plan.  Accordingly  Deputy 
Directors  Steve  Monier,  Brad  O'Neil  and  Director  Robert  J  Wike  work 
closely  with  State  Civil  Defense  officials  in  all  aspects  of  this  task.

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Librarian's  Report 


The  librarian,  and  co-workers  Betsy  Elliott,  Helen  Leahy  and  Chris 
McSweeney,  with  the  support  of  the  library  trustees,  worked  in  har- 
mony during  the  past  year  to  make  available  to  the  community  such 
goods  and  services  as  we  could,  given  the  limits  of  our  space  and 
budget. 

No  major  projects  were  undertaken  this  year.  We  tried,  however,  to 
continue  to  offer  library  users  a  representative  sampling  from  the 
deluge  of  books  which  the  publishers  produce  year  after  year. 

Fiction  is  our  most  requested  product,  and  we  buy  new  novels  by  the 
hundreds.  Lamentably,  we  have  no  space  left  for  the  collection  to  be 
allowed  to  grow.  Thus  in  order  to  maintain  the  status  quo  we  must 
discard  virtually  as  many  older  books  as  we  acquire  new  ones. 

We  tried  to  keep  our  reference  collection  at  a  respectable  and  useful 
level  with  the  addition  of  several  new  items  worth  noting.  The  selection 
includes  two  new  Colliers  Encyclopedias  (1 980  and  1 981  editions),  The 
Encyclopedia  of  American  Economic  History,  The  Dictionary  of 
American  Biography  Supplement,  Black's  Law  Dictionary,  American 
Writers  Supplement,  Notable  American  Women,  British  Authors  Before 
1800,  and  American  Women  Writers  from  Colonial  Times  to  the 
Present. 


The  aforementioned  items  are  all  expensive  and  take  a  large  chunk  out 
of  our  basic  book  budget.  We  try  to  keep  a  balance  between  in- 
formational and  recreational  reader  demand,  and  wish  that  we  had 
more  space  and  more  money  to  work  with.  We  do  supplement  our  book 
budget  by  running  a  continuous  book  sale  downstairs,  and  we  reinvest 
all  monies  collected  for  overdue  fines  and  lost  books  in  new  materials. 

Mrs.  Elliott,  our  Children's  Librarian,  maintained  a  busy  schedule  last 
year,  which  included  two  weekly  story  hours  both  morning  and  af- 
ternoon; special  displays  during  Book  Week  and  on  several  other 
occasions;  another  Summer  Reading  Program  for  elementary  age 
children;  regular  visits  by  some  classes  form  Maple  Ave.  school;  and 
instructional  sessions  in  the  use  of  the  card  catalog  for  older  students. 

Bookmobile  service  (Goffstown  is  one  of  very  few  towns  in  the  state 
which  has  its  own  bookmobile)  was  maintained  throughout  the  year, 
with  stops  at  Bartlett  School,  Villa  Augustina,  Placid  Woods  and  Bel  Air 
Nursing  Home.  More  stops  could  be  added  upon  citizen  request. 

We  thank  all  from  the  community  who  support  our  efforts  here  and 
make  our  work  seem  worthwhile.

The  elected  representatives  of  the  Planning  Board  have  been  meeting 
every  other  Thursday  for  the  past  year. 

Although  economic  conditions  have  caused  a  decrease  in  major  sub- 
division requests,  the  Board  has  considered  several  smaller  sub- 
divisions, holdover  sub-divisions  from  last  year,  Site  Plan  reviews  and 
Open  Space  proposals. 


The  Planning  Board  has  had  many  meeting  and  discussions  on 
possible  sites  for  a  new  post  office,  the  majority  of  members  feeling  it 
should  be  as  near  the  village  as  possible. 

Board  members  have  also  been  meeting  with  the  Comprehensive 
Planning  Committee  to  aid  in  the  development  of  a  new  master  plan.

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Comprehensive  Planning 


At  the  March  1 979  Town  Meeting,  the  Town  authorized  the  formation  of 
a  Comprehensive  Planning  Advisory  Board  to  study  and  report  on  the 
Town's  needs  for  a  new  updated  comprehensive  plan.  During  1 979,  the 
Board,  which  consists  of  9  members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  met 
25  times,  including  meetings  with  all  town  departments  and  two  Public 
Hearings.  A  portion  of  the  Board's  report  was  printed  in  the  1 979  Town 
Report.  The  Board  made  17  recommendations  relating  to  a  wide 
variety  of  planning  and  zoning  problems.  However  the  major  recom- 
mendation of  the  Board  was  that  $25,000.  be  appropriated  to  retain 
professional  services  to  develop  a  new,  updated  Comprehensive  Plan. 
This  recommendation  was  accepted  at  the  March  1 980  Town  Meeting. 

After  the  1980  Town  Meeting,  the  Board  began  the  search  for  a 
qualified  consultant.  After  sending  out  requests  for  proposals, 
receiving  responses,  and  interviewing  applicants,  the  Planning  Board 
and  the  Planning  Advisory  Board  recommended  that  the  Selectmen 
retain  the  services  of  The  Thoresen  Group  of  Portsmouth,  New 
Hampshire.  By  early  July  a  contract  was  negotiated  and  executed  and 
the  development  of  a  new  plan  for  the  Town  was  underway. 

The  contract  with  The  Thoresen  Group  calls  for  the  development  of  the 
plan  over  an  18  month  period.  During  this  period  The  Thoresen  Group 
will  meet  with  the  Planning  Board  and  Planning  Advisory  Board  on  a 
monthly  basis  as  the  plan  develops.  The  plan  will  be  developed  in  three 
major  stages:  (1)  a  complete  analysis  of  data  relating  to  Goffstown 
including  community  resources  and  their  limitations,  and  community 
attitudes,  (2)  development  of  community  goals  and  (3)  the  development 
of  a  capital  improvement  program  and  specific  zoning  ordinance  and 
regulation  changes  to  implement  the  community  goals.  Based  on  the 
contract  schedule  these  stages  will  be  completed  by  December  of 
1981,  so  that  ordinance  changes  and  recommendations  can  be 
presented  to  the  March  1 982  Town  Meeting. 

As  of  January  1 ,  1 981 ,  the  development  of  the  Comprehensive  Plan  is 
well  underway.  The  Thoresen  Group  has  performed  roughly  1/3  of  its 
tasks  under  the  contract.  A  general  review  of  pertinent  town  data  and 


resources  has  been  performed  and  most  town  departments  have  been 
interviewed.  Physical  resource  maps  have  been  developed,  and  will 
shortly  be  available  for  use  by  the  Planning  board  on  a  routine  basis.  A 
community  attitude  questionnaire  has  been  distributed  with  over  850 
residents  responding.  The  initial  informational  forum  was  held  in 
November  and  was  attended  by  approximately  150  persons.  The 
experience  to  date  indicates  a  deep  interest  in  the  process  by  the  town 
residents. 

During  early  1981,  the  development  process  will  begin  to  establish 
community  goals.  By  late  Spring  the  draft  of  these  goals  and  a  draft 
master  plan  and  capital  improvement  program  will  be  available  for 
review  and  discussion  in  a  public  forum.  This  will  be  the  second  of 
three  to  four  forums  which  will  be  held  in  connection  with  the  com- 
prehensive plan  development.  Following  the  final  public  forum,  the 
ordinance  changes  developed  from  the  planning  process  will  be 
presented  to  the  Town  at  the  March  1 982  Town  Meeting.  The  members 
of  the  Planning  Board  and  Planning  Advisory  Board  look  forward  to 
continued  public  involvement  in  this  important  project.

The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  is  a  voluntary 
association  of  local  governments  acting  together  to  address  regional 
needs  and  priorities  identified  by  your  municipal  representatives. 

The  Commission's  member  communities  have  many  common  con- 
cerns which  can  often  be  resolved  more  effectively  and  efficiently  on  a 
cooperative  basis.  The  economies  that  are  achieved  by  an  areawide 
approach  to  these  concerns,  through  Commission  programs,  produce 
substantial  savings  for  local  taxpayers  by  pooling  their  limited 
resources  —  providing  members  with  material,  data  and  professional 
services  that  few  communities  could  easily  afford  on  an  individual 
basis 

Through  the  Commission's  regional  planning  and  transportation 
programs,  a  variety  of  reports  and  data  are  developed  on  an  annual 
basis  and  made  available  to  local  officials  to  help  them  deal  with  some 
of  their  day-to-day  responsibilities.  Such  material  is  often  used  to 
support  locally-initiated  public  improvement  projects,  some  of  which 
can  be  financially  assisted  with  State  and  Federal  funds. 

Included  among  the  Commission's  accomplishments  during  the  past 
year,  under  our  regional  and  transportation  planning  elements  were: 

•  a  "Catalog  of  Selected  State  and  Local  Development  Permits".  This 
document  identifies  the  various  permits  that  may  be  required,  in 
addition  to  subdivision  and  site  plan  approval  prior  to  undertaking 
construction  in  the  communities; 

•  a  draft  "National  Flood  Insurance  Program  Administrative  Hand- 
book" recently  edited  by  officials  of  the  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency.  Printing  of  the  final  draft  is  expected  in  1981 
to  be  followed  by  distribution  to  local  officials; 

•  the  review  and  comment  on  1 95  funding  applications,  submitted  by  a 
variety  of  local,  state  and  non-profit  agencies  and  organizations,  to 
provide  or  continue  many  projects  and  programs  benefiting  member 
communities  and  their  residents; 

•  receipt  of  unconditional  certification  of  the  Commission's 
metropolitan  area  transportation  planning  program.  This  marked  the 
first  time  in  the  14-year  history  of  the  Commission  that  all 
prerequisites  for  continued  federal  financial  assistance  to  im- 
plement recommended  highway  and  public  transit  system  im- 
provements had  been  satisfied.  The  SNHPC  is  one  of  possibly  three 
metropolitan  planning  organizations  in  all  of  New  England  to  enjoy 
this  distinction. 

Statistical  analyses  undertaken  as  part  of  the  metropolitan  area 
transportation  planning  program,  covering  Manchester,  Auburn, 
Bedford,  Goffstown,  Hooksett  and  Londonderry,  were  compiled  in 
the  following  reports: 

•  "Socio-Economic  Data  Disaggregation  —  South  Man- 
chester/Londonderry Sub-Area  Study"; 

•  "Land  Use  Update"; 

•  "Population  Estimates"; 

•  "School  Enrollment"; 

•  "Employment  Estimates";  and 

•  ' 'Vehicle  Travel  Time"  —  an  analysis  of  street  network  efficiency.

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Community  Development  Block  Grant  Projects 

Since  1975,  this  Commission  has  provided  substantial  assistance  to 
the  Town  of  Goffstown,  with  the  support  of  your  officials,  by  preparing 
a  series  of  successful  applications  for  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development,  Community  Development  Block  Grant  Program 
funds.  To  date,  Block  Grant  awards  obtained  for  Goffstown  have 
amounted  to  nearly  $500,000. 

During  this  past  year  several  Block  Grant  events  occurred  which  are  of 
continued  importance  to  Goffstown  residents: 

1 .  Roy  Memorial  Park  —  During  September,  the  Commission  prepared 
the  "Certificate  of  Completion"  on  the  Park  improvements  project 
that  was  financed  with  $1 09,000.  of  Block  Grant  funds  and  a  similar 
amount  of  Heritage  Conservation  and  Recreation  Service  funds. 
The  formal  dedication  ceremony  was  held  on  September  1 4. 

2.  Grasmere  Water  System  —  During  the  summer  a  $304,000.  grant 
award  was  received  to  finance  a  major  renovation  of  the  Grasmere 
Village  Water  Precinct's  distribution  system.  The  construction 
contract  was  awarded  in  December  and  on  December  19  the 
replacement  of  the  river  crossing  pipe  was  completed.  Due  to 
severe  weather  conditions,  further  work  has  been  suspended  and 
will  be  resumed  in  the  spring  of  1981.  Completion  of  the  entire 
project,  which  will  involve  the  replacement  of  approximately  1 1 ,000 
feet  of  deteriorated  pipe  is  scheduled  for  August  1 , 1 981 . 

3.  Housing  Rehabilitation  and  Public  Works  Improvements  —  In 
October,  1980,  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  the  Commission  prepared 
and  submitted  to  HUD  a  preapplication  for  $400,000.  of  Block  Grant 
funds  to  finance  proposed  family  housing  rehabilitation  assistance 
and  surface  drainage  system  improvements  in  the  Pinardville  area.

Scheduled  meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  at 
7:30  p.m.  at  the  Town  Hall.  Special  meetings  are  held  as  required  and 
as  published  in  the  Goffstown  News. 

The  year  1 980  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Board.  The  number  of 
petitions  has  decreased  slightly  from  the  preceding  year,  but  the 
complexity  of  the  petitions  has  increased. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  had  the  first  petition  for  open'  space 
development.  This  petition  has  taken  four  separate  hearings  and  is  now 
in  the  court  system  for  a  fin^i  judgment.  The  Board  also  heard  the 
petition  for  housing  for  the  elderly  in  the  Pinardville  section  of  town. 
Construction  on  this  project  is  now  underway. 

Another  difficult  petition  was  for  a  bank  and  office  building  on  High 
Street.  Last  but  not  least  was  a  petition  from  Barton  Realty  for  a  bank 
and  post  office  on  property  across  from  the  Villa.  To  date,  we  have  had 
three  hearings  and  a  number  of  executive  sessions,  and  the  case  is  not 
yet  settled. 


As  anyone  can  see,  these  are  very  complex  situations  which  require 
much  thought  on  our  part.  The  Board  must  look  at  all  petitions  in 
respect  to  the  zoning  ordinance  of  the  Town  and  the  statutes  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire.  In  doing  this  there  may  be,  in  some  cases, 
people  who  are  not  satisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  board,  but  the 
Board  must  do  what  it  feels  is  best  for  the  Town  and  a  majority  of  its 
citizens. 

If  any  person  would  like  to  find  out  more  about  how  this  Board 
operates,  you  are  welcome  at  any  of  our  meetings.

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Conservation  Commission 


The  Conservation  Commission  had  a  very  busy  and  productive  year. 
The  Commission  started  the  year  by  sponsoring  a  regional 
seminar/workshop  informing  local  landowners  of  the  benefits  of 
protecting  their  property  while  reducing  their  tax  burden.  As  always, 
the  commission  will  gladly  advise  and  assist  any  land  owner  who 
wishes  to  preserve  open  space  through  donation  of  land  to  the 
Commission;  granting  of  conservation  easements  pertaining  to 
development  of  their  land;  or  through  the  use  of  many  other  techniques 
of  open  space  preservation. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  thank  Carl  Barton  for  his  generous  gift  of 
land  near  the  North  Uncanoonuc  Mountain,  and  the  many  other  people 
who  have  donated  parcels  to  the  Commission. 

One  of  the  primary  functions  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to 
further  the  protection  of  open  space  in  the  Town  of  Goffstown.  Un- 
fortunately much  of  our  time  and  money  have  been  spent  protecting 
the  Town's  interests  at  the  summit  of  the  South  Uncanoonuc  Mountain. 
Unauthorized  tree  cutting  and  bulldozing  on  Conservation  property 
resulted  in  a  law  suit  bringing  the  offender  to  court,  and  litigation  is  still 
pending. 


Otherwise,  the  newly  acquired  mountain  land  has  been  the  source  of 
much  enjoyment  by  many  who  have  visited  this  beautiful  tract.  Picnic 
tables  have  been  purchased  for  future  installation  at  the  summit  and  at 
Mt.  Base  pond.

The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  -  Home  Health  Agency  of  Greater 
Manchester,  Inc.,  continues  to  provide  services  as  a  certified  Home 
Health  Agency  to  the  greater  Manchester  area,  covering  Manchester 
and  five  towns  —  Auburn,  Bedford,  Candia,  Goffstown,  and  Hooksett. 

The  Care  of  the  Sick  Program  provides  visits  in  the  homes  of  Goffstown 
by  visiting  nurses,  physical  therapists,  occupational  therapists,  speech 
therapists  and  homemaker/home  health  aides.  Consultation  with  a 
social  worker  and  a  nutritionist  are  also  available. 

A  Maternal  and  Child  Health  Program  provides  pre  and  post  natal 
teaching  and  guidance  to  expectant  mothers  as  well  as  instructions  for 
child  care  following  birth.  The  Teenage  Pregnancy  Program  conducts 
classes  at  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  office,  1 94  Concord  Street,  in 
Manchester  in  conjunction  with  the  Home  Visiting  Program. 

Immunization  Clinics  for  children  two  months  to  six  years  are  held  in 
Goffstown  periodically  during  the  year. 

The  Long  Term  Care  Program  (Senior  Outreach  Program)  provides 
assistance  to  the  elderly  living  in  Goffstown  to  remain  in  their  own 
homes,  by  offering  support  through  health  assessment  and  home 
nealth  care  maintenance.  Blood  Pressure  Screening  and  Health 
Guidance  Clinics  are  also  held  on  a  periodic  basis  in  Goffstown. 

The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  -  Home  Health  Agency  of  Greater 
Manchester,  Inc.,  is  an  accredited  voluntary,  non-profit  agency. 
Anyone  may  request  service  by  calling  the  office  at  622-  3781 ,  Monday 
through  Sunday  from  7:30  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  Services  are  provided  as 
necessary  from  7:30  a.m.  to  9:00  p.m.,  and  there  is  a  24-hour  an- 
swering service  for  messages. 


Also  certified  by  the  federal  government  to  care  for  Medicare  patients, 
many  services  are  paid  for  through  Medicaid,  Medicare  and  other 
health  insurance  plans.  Fees  are  discussed  on  the  initial  visits,  with 
adjustments  made  if  full  fee  cannot  be  paid. 

Mrs.  Grace  Gage  and  Mrs.  Emmy  Lou  Stark,  who  serve  on  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Association,  are  residents  of  Goffstown. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Agency  served  159  people  and  made  1,170 
nursing  visits,  1,058  homemaker/home  health  aide  visits,  and  170 
rehabilitation  therapy  visits  and  other  visits.  Sixteen  Immunization  and 
Blood  Pressure  Clinics  were  held. 

Total  value  of  services  rendered  during  1 980  approximately  $48,000. 

Total  value  of  non-reimbursed  services  rendered  during  1980  ap- 
proximately $10,600.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners 

The  goal  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  is  to  provide  safe 
drinking  water,  meeting  all  regulations,  for  the  customers  of  the 
Goffstown  Village  Precinct  and  to  do  so  at  the  most  reasonable  cost. 

To  this  end  the  year  1980  continued  to  place  significant  pressure  on 
the  Village  Precinct.  Two  areas  of  primary  concern  were,  first,  the 
continuing  financial  impact  of  the  national  inflation  spiral;  and  second, 
the  need  to  monitor  the  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act  as  new  regulations 
continued  to  be  issued  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency.  It 
requires  a  great  deal  of  staff  time  to  achieve  our  goals  in  these  two 
areas. 

The  water  usage  the  past  year  was  less  than  1979,  total  consumption 
was  75,603,750  gallons.  There  were  57  meters  replaced.  This  program 
was  started  two  years  ago  in  hopes  of  upgrading  the  recording  of  water 
usage.  Due  to  the  lack  of  snow  and  rain  the  reservoirs  were  lower  than 
in  past  yearsr  However,  thanks  to  the  foresight  of  the  1956  Board  of 
Commissioners  who  had  wells  drilled,  there  is  sufficient  water. 

Merton  Grant  worked  for  the  precinct  for  seven  years  and  as  a 
Commissioner  for  four  years.  He  passed  away  March  19,  1980.  His 
dedication  to  the  Department  has  been  and  will  be  missed  in  the  future.

The  Grasmere  Village  Precinct  has  had  a  problem  in  the  past  years. 
Our  system  was  installed  in  the  1 940's,  using  transite  pipe;  which  has  a 
lifespan  of  about  thirty  years.  This  pipe  had  deteriorated  to  the  point 
that  we  were  having  six  to  eight  breaks  per  year. 


Over  the  past  two  years,  your  Commission,  with  the  nelp  01  ine  I  own  of 
Goffstown,  had  been  working  to  obtain  a  grant  from  the  U.S.  govern- 
ment. This  grant  was  approved  for  $304,000  and  work  began  in 
November  with  new  pipe  being  laid  across  the  river.  Work  will  begin 
again  in  the  spring  as  soon  as  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground. 
When  this  project  is  completed,  Grasmere  Village  will  have  better 
water  flow,  and  hopefully  fewer  breaks  and  water  outages.  This  will, 
among  other  things,  give  us  better  fire  protection.

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TRANSMITTAL  AND  COMMENTARY  LETTER 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  and 
account  groups  of  Goffstown  School  district  for  the  year  ended  June 
30,  1980  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon,  dated  September  22, 
1980.  As  part  of  our  examination,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  School 
District's  system  of  internal  accounting  control  to  the  extent  we 
considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards.  Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of 
such  evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance  thereon  in  deter- 
mining the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of  other  such  auditing  procedures 
that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial 
statements. 

This  review  did  not  reveal  any  material  internal  control  weaknesses, 
but  there  are  some  areas  we  would  like  to  bring  to  your  attention. 

Student  Funds 

The  High  School  principal  has  been  entrusted  with  various  memorial 
funds  established  over  the  years  in  the  names  of  respected  departed 
individuals.  The  School  District  has  no  authority  to  hold  such  funds. 
These  funds  should  be  turned  over  to  the  town  of  Goffstown  Trustees 
of  Trust  Funds.  Therefore  it  is  recommended  that  the  Rausch,  Fer- 
dinando,  Fottler  and  Gibson  endowments  be  so  transferred  to  town 
trustees. 

School  Lunch  Program 

The  receipts  from  the  four  lunch  programs  should  be  reported  in 
summary  format  year  end. 

Student  Activity  Funds 

The  District  has  transferred  its  responsibilities  in  the  areas  of  student 
athletic  supplies  and  equipment  purchases  to  the  Student  Activity 
Funds  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  High  School  principal. 
These  expenditures  should  be  under  the  direct  control  of  the  School 
Board  and  District  Treasurer. 

Compensating  Balances 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  School  District  Depository  to  allow  the  District 
to  overdraft  their  General  Fund  checking  account  and  then  transfer  via 
debit  and  credit  memorandum  from  a  relating  savings  account. 


Application  of  Municipal  Budget  Law 

Overdrafts  of  Appropriations: 

There  were   net   overdrafts   of   School    District   budgetary   ap- 
propriations of  $24,651  as  of  June  30, 1 980. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Goffstown  School  District  operates  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Municipal  Budget  Law  (Chapter  32  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated),  the  School  Board  with  the  written  approval  of  a 
majority  of  the  Budget  Committee,  should  have  made  application  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Education  for  a  certificate  of  emergency,  authorizing 
expenditures  in  excess  of  budgetary  appropriations.  The  Board  failed 
to  take  such  action  and  expenditures  in  excess  of  those  authorized  by 
the  voters  of  the  District  at  the  annual  meeting  were  improper, 
resulting  in  non-compliance  with  Section  10  of  the  Municipal  Budget 
Law. 

Publication  Requirement 

The  provisions  of  RSA  71-A:21  require  that  only  this  letter  be  published 
in  the  next  annual  School  District  Report. 

However,  we  suggest  that  you  consider  the  publication  of  the  entire 
report  which  includes  auditor's  opinion,  financial  statements  and  notes 
to  financial  statements.  No  portion  of  either  the  auditor's  opinion, 
financial  statements  or  notes  to  financial  statements  may  be  published 
separately. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  employees  of  the  Goffstown 
School  District  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  our  audit.

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REPORT  OF THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

TO  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND  CITIZENS 

OFGOFFSTOWN 

I  herewith  submit  my  1980  Report  concerning  the  public  schools  of 
Goffstown. 

Having  completed  the  first  year  of  a  new  decade,  those  of  us  in 
education  look  ahead  to  the  Eighties  with  a  mixture  of  excitement  and 
concern.  A  number  of  very  important  issues  must  be  addressed  jointly 
by  educators  and  the  members  of  the  communities  which  they  serve. 
Probably  the  most  immediate  and  grave  concern  shared  by  all  of  us  is 
the  impact  which  spiralling  inflation  is  having  upon  our  institutions,  our 
families,  and  our  quality  of  life.  The  constant  escalation  of  certain  fixed 
budgetary  costs  like  fuel  and  utilities,  and  the  increased  number  of 
mandated  special  education  programs  and  services,  have  forced 
school  districts  to  set  careful  priorities  in  the  use  of  discretionary 
monies  and  to  streamline  all  programs  in  order  to  be  certain  that  they 
achieve  maximum  cost  effectiveness.  The  challenge  to  all  of  us  is  to 
continue  to  improve  the  quality  of  our  educational  system  with 
diminishing  available  resources. 

Special  education  costs  will  continue  to  rise  as  service  requirements 
and  transportation  costs  increase,  and  this  fact  alone  will  motivate 
school  districts  to  provide  more  specialized  services  within  the  in- 
dividual school  and  district.  The  key  to  maximizing  special  education 
services  lies  in  collaboration  among  districts  and  in  expansion  of  the 
mainstreaming  idea  whereby  more  handicapped  youngsters  are  taught 
in  the  regular  classroom  setting.  In  ordering  for  this  to  be  ac- 
complished, teachers  will  need  additional  training  and  systematic 
consultant  support  from  educational  specialists. 

I  am  certain  that  in  the  Eighties  we  can  expect  to  see  many  more 
students  learning  about  computers  as  well  as  with  computers. 
Computers  are  rapidly  becoming  an  important  part  of  the  educational 
environment,  providing  students  with  individualized  instruction  and 
immediate  feedback,  and  freeing  teachers  to  give  more  time  to  in- 
dividual students.  Alongside  this  emphasis  upon  technology,  we  may 
expect  to  see  a  renewed  interest  in  the  Humanities,  the  Fine  Arts,  and 
the  Classics.  While  surveys  indicate  that  most  of  us  agree  that  the 
primary  responsibility  of  our  schools  is  to  prepare  all  students  in  the 
fundamental  or  basic  skills  of  reading,  writing  and  computing,  in- 
creased interest  in  music  and  the  arts  and  greater  appreciation  of  our 
cultural  heritage  can  be  expected  in  our  schools  as  our  leisure  time 
increases. 

School  systems  across  the  nation  are  presently  involved  in  ac- 
countability programs  which  seek  to  measure  pupil  performance  in 
relation  to  specific  educational  objectives  developed  by  the  school 
systems  themselves.  This  approach,  called  criterion-referenced 
testing,  differs  from  norm-referenced  testing,  which  compares  pupil 
performance  to  a  national  or  regional  norm.  Each  school  in  New 
Hampshire  is  expected  to  have  its  accountability  program  in  operation 
by  the  end  of  this  school  year.  New  Hampshire  school  districts  will  use 
the  information  gained  from  accountability  testing  to  improve 
educational  programs  and  services  to  learners.  Results  of  the  annual 
assessment  will  be  made  public  so  that  the  taxpayer  may  see  the 
results  of  his/her  investment  in  public  education. 


I  think  we  will  see  a  continued  emphasis  upon  career  education  in  our 
schools  and  continuing  support  for  sophisticated  vocational  programs 
which  provide  adolescents  with  valuable  job  entry  skills.  Communities 
will  probably  emphasize  adult  education  to  a  far  greater  degree  in  the 
Eighties,  making  much  greater  use  of  school  libraries,  laboratories, 
shops,  gymnasiums,  and  classrooms.  The  recognition  that  one's 
education  does  not  cease  at  age  18  and  that  learning  is  a  life-long 
process  will  promote  greater  cooperation  between  the  school  and  the 
community. 

Public  education  in  the  1980's  must  effectively  apply  existing 
technology  in  order  to  equip  all  students  with  the  basic  skills.  In  ad- 
dition to  teaching  these  survival  skills,  however,  public  school  per- 
sonnel must  teach  young  people  how  to  think  so  that  they  may  discover 
and  develop  their  own  potential  to  a  level  of  personal  fulfillment. 
Schools  must  begin  to  educate  youngsters  for  the  future,  preparing 
them  to  cope  with  and  to  solve  complex  problems  not  yet  envisioned  by 
us.  A  youngster  entering  first  grade  next  fall  will  graduate  from  college 
in  1997,  in  search  of  a  career  in  the  21st  Century.  We  educators, 
parents  and  taxpayers  share  a  great  responsibility  if  we  are  to  prepare 
young  people  for  this  challenge. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance  and  cooperation 
provided  me  by  the  administrators,  teachers,  school  boards,  and 
citizens  of  Goffstown.  Without  this  assistance  and  cooperation,  many 
of  the  things  accomplished  would  have  been  left  undone,  and  I  look 
forward  to  another  prosperous  year  —  a  year  of  continued 
cooperation.

JUNIOR/SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Robert  O.  Moulton,  Principal 

The  format  for  a  school  report  generally  includes  accomplishments, 
problems  and  plans.  Since  this  method  of  reporting  is  generally  ac- 
ceptable to  all  who  are  interested,  I  see  little  reason  for  varying  the 
approach. 

Not  a  great  many  courses  were  added  to  the  curriculum  in  the  year 
1980-81  because  of  financial  restraints.  However,  we  are  pleased  with 
the  results  of  our  core  program  that  concerns  junior  high  students.  Our 
purpose  was  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  an  experience  for  all  junior 
high  people  in  the  areas  of  industrial  arts,  home  economics  and  art  in 
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addition  to  other  required  courses.  Hopefully,  a  music  opportunity  will 
be  added  to  this  core  in  the  very  near  future.  I  think  such  a  program 
would  be  greatly  contributive  to  the  preparation  of  junior  high  people 
and  would  limit  an  excess  of  study  hall  time. 

This  year  also  saw  a  considerable  amount  of  mainstreaming  being 
done  for  students  with  special  needs  and  our  computer  program  has 
been  expanded  as  a  provision  for  meeting  the  employment  needs  of 
many  of  our  students. 

Our  problems  continue  to  be  those  related  to  staffing.  We  still  do  not 
offer  an  experience  in  vocal  music.  There  are  limitations  in  the 
provision  of  reading.  There  is  a  need  for  additional  personnel  for  the 
English  staff,  for  the  Media  Center  and  for  the  nurse's  office.  Hopefully, 
our  staffing  problems  will  be  resolved  in  the  very  near  future.  Our 
growth  is  now  being  limited,  and  the  ability  to  provide  the  kind  of  in- 
struction we  want  is,  to  a  degree,  hampered. 

This  year  we  saw  the  completion  of  a  new  "Code  of  Conduct"  prepared 
by  the  School  Board  and  the  Staff  and  implementation  is  now  taking 
place. 

With  the  development  of  scheduling  and  reporting  statistics  from  the 
computer,  we  now  have  some  fine  tools  to  plan  and  improve  our 
services  to  young  people.  We  are  looking  forward  to  taking  part  in  the 
Vocational  School  program  being  developed  in  the  city  of  Manchester. 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  comment  that  we  have  had  considerable 
participation  in  our  student  activities,  considerable  success  in  athletics 
including  a  state  championship  in  field  hockey  ...  the  first  state 
championship  won  by  girls  in  the  school's  history. 


MAPLE  AVENUE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
Wayne  L.  Evans,  Principal 

Multi-Purpose  Room 

A  building  committee  was  appointed  to  propose  plans  for  a  new 
cafetorium  for  Maple  Avenue  School.  An  architect  was  hired  and 
drawings  were  made,  which  included  a  stage,  elementary 
gym/cafetorium  combined,  and  a  new  kitchen.  Due  to  the  state 
requirements  which  require  that  existing  buildings  have  to  be  brought 
up  to  present  standards  before  new  construction  has  approval  and  due 
to  increase  in  budgets  and  other  financial  problems,  it  was  felt  that  a 
bond  issue  for  this  addition  should  not  be  proposed  at  this  time. 
Hopefully,  this  issue  will  stay  alive  in  the  minds  of  the  voters  until  this 
much  needed  space  and  area  becomes  a  reality.  (Please  review  the 
insert  in  town  report  regarding  this  project.) 

Writing  Program 

We  have  introduced  a  new  concept  of  writing  in  the  language  arts 
curriculum  and  the  pilot  program  indicated  that  children  can  learn  their 
reading,  writing,  and  listening  skills  through  many  different  ex- 
periences (although  sometimes  their  stories  are  and  can  be  fiction), 
put  them  in  a  booklet  form  with  illustrations  and  then  publish  them. 
Both  teachers  and  children  are  excited  about  this  process  and  have 
worked  hard  to  make  it  work.  Their  stories,  in  booklet  form,  end  up  in 
the  school  library  where  others  can  enjoy  them. 


BARTLETT  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
Leon  J.  Cote,  Principal 

Bartlett  Elementary  School  offers  a  variety  of  programs  to  educate  the 
students  within  the  Pinardville  area.  Students  from  grades  one  to  four 
are  assigned  to  self-contained,  controlled,  heterogeneous  classrooms 
where  they  are  able  to  compete  with  other  students  of  the  same 
chronological  age.  Within  this  setting  students  learn  from  the  teacher 
and  from  each  other. 

Language  Arts,  which  includes  Reading,  Phonics,  Spelling,  Writing, 
and  English,  play  a  major  role  in  the  curriculum.  Within  a  self-contained 
classroom,  the  teacher's  creativity  is  constantly  challenged. 

Our  music  program  is  directed  by  Miss  Kathleen  Drake.  Her  program 
taks  her  to  every  classroom  every  week  and  students  learn  formal 
music,  dancing,  songs  and  put  on  assembly  programs  during  the  year 
for  the  students  and  faculty. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Perkins  directs  physical  education.  Her  program  is 
geared  to  improve  the  physical  health  and  motor  coordination  of  the 
students  under  her  charge.  During  mild  weather,  students  participate 
in  the  program  outside  within  the  playground  area.  On  cold  days,  she 
uses  the  cafetorium.  Her  program  includes  physical  exercises, 
basketball,  kickball,  baseball,  balancing,  tumbling,  volleyball,  indoor 
hockey,  tetherball  and  many  other  activities  to  properly  develop  young 
students. 

Mrs.  Cheryl  Terban,  our  Guidance  Director,  works  with  students, 
faculty  and  parents.  She  is  very  effective  in  dealing  with  students  with 
emotional  concerns.  She  uses  the  "Magic  Circle"  and  "Duso" 
Program  to  help  students  help  themselves  by  discussing  concerns  and 
having  others  react  to  the  situation.  Her  program,  in  many  instances, 
helps  students  feel  that  others  may  be  going  through  the  same 
problems  and  they  share  how  the  problem  can  be  coped  with  or  solved. 
Mrs.  Terban  also  consults  with  students  on  an  individual  basis  so  that 
students  may  confide  in  her  knowing  that  the  information  is  kept 
confidential. 

Mrs.  Shelley  Lefebvre  is  our  speech  therapist  who  works  with  a  full 
program  every  week.  She  consults  with  the  teachers,  and  those  pupils 
having  difficulty  with  oral  language  are  given  exercises  to  minimize  or 
correct  the  difficulty.  Mrs.  Lefebvre  usually  works  on  a  one  to  one  basis 
in  a  small  area  with  little  distraction. 

Miss  Joanne  Wiggin  and  Mrs.  Barbara  Carbonneau  help  students  in  the 
resource  room.  This  area  is  set  apart  from  the  normal  classroom,  and 
alternative  programs  are  used  to  reach  students  having  difficulty  within 
the  normal  class  setting.  Miss  Wiggin  and  Mrs.  Carbonneau  work  with 
students  on  an  individual  basis  and  in  small  groups  at  the  student's 
level  of  learning.  This  program  is  coordinated  with  the  classroom 
teacher  and  properly  used  is  very  effective.  Teachers  at  all  grade 
levels  may  choose  to  use  the  services  of  the  Resource  Room. 

Our  Super  Class  is  headed  by  Sister  Mary  Elizabeth  Leonard.  She,  Mrs. 
Irene  Willey  and  Miss  Suzanne  Dery  are  responsible  for  educating 
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those  students  who  are  educationally  handicapped  and  are  placed 
here  through  the  Union  Core  Evaluation  Team  headed  by  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  O'Reilly  in  the  Central  Office.  Students  assigned  in  the  Super 
Class  are  taught  at  their  level  of  learning  and  whenever  possible  are 
mainstreamed  into  a  classroom. 

We  have  many  specialists  working  in  the  Super  Class  who  come  to 
Bartlett  School  on  a  part-time  basis  whenever  needed. 

We  at  Bartlett  School  are  very  proud  of  our  school  and  are  ever 
thankful  to  the  citizens  of  Goffstown  for  your  continued  support. 

You  are  invited  to  visit  our  school  during  any  school  day. 


When  we  complete  our  study  of  these  materials  we  will  then  call  in  the 
consultants  from  the  companies,  the  three  or  four  who  were  rated  the 
best,  and  have  them  give  a  presentation.  At  the  time  the  consultant 
presents  his/her  materials  we  also  have  prepared  any  questions  or 
concerns  regarding  these  materials.  Following  all  presentations,  as  a 
committee,  we  select  the  test  and  materials  we  feel  will  most  ap- 
propriately serve  our  students 

These  selection  committees  in  the  past  have  worked  very  well.  We  do  a 
different  subject  area  each  year  which  means  we  have  a  complete 
evaluation  of  all  materials  every  five  years. 


GOFFSTOWN  UPPER  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
William  H.  Brendle,  Principal 

President's  Physical  Fitness  Program: 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Perkins,  our  Physical  Education  Instructor, 
the  students  at  the  Upper  Elementary  School  take  part  in  the 
President's  Physical  Fitness  program'. 

Students  in  this  program  are  required  to  accomplish  levels  of 
proficiency  in  five  general  areas;  sit-ups,  600  yard  run,  shuttle  run, 
broad  jump  and  flexed  arm  hangs.  Any  students  who  are  successful  by 
the  prescribed  standards  upon  completion  of  the  program  receive 
Certificates  of  Accomplishment  and  a  patch  to  be  worn  on  his/her 
jacket.  Most  students  work  hard  at  this  as  they  are  competing  with 
themselves  and  the  time  clock. 

It  is  a  well  organized  and  excellent  program  that  the  students  enjoy. 
Mrs.  Perkins  has  done  an  excellent  job  and  creates  much  enthusiasm. 

Curriculum  Study: 

The  Upper  Elementary  School  teachers  and  teachers  from  Maple 
Avenue  School,  Bartlett  School,  New  Boston  and  Dunbarton 
Elementary  Schools  are  presently  studying  reading  programs. 

We  have  written  to  eighteen  textbook  companies  for  sample  materials 
to  review  and  compare.  The  committee  is  composed  of  19  teachers 
and  a  chairman.  Each  grade,  1  through  5,  has  three  teachers 
representing  them  and  grade  6  has  four  teachers. 

We  have  completed  the  process  of  establishing  evaluative  criteria. 
This  is  an  objective  check  list  which  is  composed  of  items  we  feel  are 
essential  in  a  good  reading  system.  Each  item  is  judged  on  a  basis  of  0- 
3  which  is  poor  to  very  good. 

After  each  book  is  evaluated  we  have  a  concise  picture  of  its  value  at 
each  grade  level  and  its  overall  value. 


GOFFSTOWN  ANNUAL  SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 
SEPTEMBER  1979  •  JUNE  1980 

The  school  nurse  carries  out  functions  and  responsibilities  requiring 
nursing  judgment,  uses  initiative  based  on  nursing  experience,  and  has 
the  education  and  the  ability  to  maintain  interdependent  relationships 
with  colleagues  in  health,  education  and  related  professional  fields. 
The  school  nurse  is  basically  responsible  for  planning,  implementing, 
supervising  and  evaluating  the  school  health  service  program  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  total  community  health  care  system,  and  in  support 
of  the  school's  instructional  program. 

The  school  nurses  screen  each  child  annually  in  all  grades  one  through 
seven  and  tenth  graders  for  vision,  hearing,  height  and  weight,  and 
make  necessary  referrals  and  follow-ups.  They  research  and  record 
information  pertinent  to  the  child's  health  and  immunization  levels. 
Scoliosis  screenings  are  also  performed  in  various  grades. 

The  school  nurses  provide  educational  programs  in  nutrition,  dental 
hygiene,  personal  hygiene,  provide  films  on  good  health,  develop- 
mental changes  at  appropriate  levels,  first  aid,  early  detection  and 
prevention  of  cancer,  and  also  information  against  the  use  of  smoking, 
alcohol  and  drugs. 

All  students  through  grade  eight  are  given  an  opportunity  to  participate 
in  the  School  Dental  Health  Conference  sponsored  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Bureau  of  Dental  Health.  Nutrition  and  dental  health 
education  are  important  parts  of  this  service,  as  well. 

School  nurses  are  members  of  their  school  core  teams.  The  core 
team's  function  is  to  evaluate  referred  students  to  determine  the 
possibility  of  the  need  for  special  services. 

Family  counseling,  as  it  pertains  to  health  problems,  is  available  from 
the  school  nurses,  and  necessary  recommendations  are  made. 

Applications  for  free  and  reduced  hot  lunches  are  screened  for 
eligibility  by  the  school  nurses. 

It  has  long  been  understood  that  each  student  must  be  considered  a 
many  faceted  individual.  The  condition  of  his  health  influences  how  he 
learns,  how  he  enjoys  living,  how  he  reacts  to  stress  and  pressures. 
The  school  and  the  school  nurses  have  a  major  role  in  improving  and 
promoting  the  level  of  wellness  of  all  students.
